Bullock hired James P. 
Molloy to run the Consumer 
Protection Division despite 
the fact the Montana Su- 
preme Court placed him on 
five years legal probation for 
"professional misconduct." 

Molloy repeatedly failed to 
pay state and federal income 
taxes between 1995 and 2005, 



the Independent Record re- 
ports. He is now one of the 
state's highest-paid employees. 

"Steve Bullock hired some- 
one who's basically a felon to 
protect Montana consumers. 
Why is the Attorney General 
associating with felons, much 
less giving them plush state 
jobs?" said ATP Executive Di- 
rector Donald Ferguson. 

Bullock also named Mol- 
loy Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral despite the fact Molloy 
is still on probation by the 
Montana Supreme Court. 

Bullock later put Molloy in 
charge of arguing a campaign

UPDATE: Bullock failed to 
track child predators, little 
progress seen after audit 



After a government audit 
reveals one in four convicted 
sex offenders in Montana is not 
properly listed in the state Sex- 
ual or Violent Offender Regis- 
try run by Attorney General 
Steve Bullock, little progress 
has been seen in correcting 
the problem. Under Bullock, 
more than one in four convict- 
ed sex offenders have eluded 
the sex offender registry. 

1,289 convicted sexual 
or violent offenders are cur- 
rently living in Montana com- 
munities, with parents and 
law enforcement unaware 
of their current location. 

Bullock admitted his failure 
to the Audit Committee. "The 
buck stops here for running the 
registry," Bullock confessed. 



Convicted sex offender David John 
Woodfin stalked children for a year 
after Bullock failed to include him in 
the sex offender registry. 

Bullock is legally respon- 
sible for notifying local law 
enforcement when an offender 
fails to update their address. 

A follow up audit is 
scheduled to be released at 
the end of October.

"The use of force, threats, 
or intimidation characterize 
a federal criminal violation of 
an individual's civil rights," 
the Justice Department 
said in a statement. 

"Our cases often involve in- 
cidents that are invariably of 
intense public interest. While 
some violations may most ap- 
propriately be pursued by the 
federal Government, others 
can be addressed by either 
the federal Government or 
by state or local prosecutors. 
Our ultimate goal is to ensure 
that acts constituting federal 
criminal civil rights viola- 



tions are sufficiently remedied, 
whether prosecuted federal- 
ly or by local authorities." 

One of the whistleblowers, 
"Roberta Cross Guns, served 
the Auditor's Office as a staff 
attorney from 2000 to January 
of this year. She is a life-long 
Democrat, a fan of President 
Barack Obama, and a sup- 
porter of same- sex marriage. 
She was nevertheless appalled 
by the unethical actions and 
anti- Christian bias she wit- 
nessed in the Auditor's Of- 
fice," PolyMontana reports.

Democrat poll finds Romney, 
GOP surging in Montana 



The lastest survey from Pub- 
lic Policy Polling, a Democrat- 
ic Party polling firm, finds a 
steep drop for Barack Obama 
in the Montana compared to a 
month ago. He now trails Mitt 
Romney by 11 points, 52-41. 
Previously he had been behind 
by only 5 points at 50-45. 

Montanans have really 
warmed up to Mitt Romney 
in the last month. 52% of vot- 
ers have a favorable opinion 
of him to 44% with a nega- 
tive one. That's up a net 9 
points from last month when 
was at a -1 spread (47/48). 

At the same time Obama's 
already poor approval num- 
bers have sunk even further. 
He was already at a 44/54 
approval spread last month 



•and that has declined further 
to 40% now with 56% of vot- 
ers disapproving of him. 

Also worth keeping an eye 
on are the undecided in the 
U.S. Senate race between Sen- 
ator Jon Tester and Congress- 
man Denny Rehberg - it's a 
small subgroup but they prefer 
Romney over Obama 71-8. 

Rehberg has a lot more room 
to grow in the final four weeks of 
the campaign than Tester does. 
Montanans aren't thrilled with 
the job Tester is doing. 42% ap- 
prove while 50% disapprove. 

Republicans have the ad- 
vantage in Montana's open 
House race. Steve Daines is at 
43% to 34% for Kim Gillan.

Working families facing 
rising child care costs

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According to a new report 
from Child Care Aware of Amer- 
ica the cost of child care contin- 
ues to increase while families 
struggle to afford quality care. 

The report provides the av- 
erage cost of child care in 2011 
for infants, 4-year-olds, and 
school- age children in centers 
and family child care homes 
nationwide. It shows that in 
36 states (including the Dis- 
trict of Columbia), the average 
annual cost for center-based 
care for an infant was higher 
than a year's in-state tuition 
and related fees at a four-year 
public college. In every state 
and the District of Columbia, 
center-based child care costs 
for two children (an infant and 
a 4-year-old) exceeded annual 
average rent payments. 

"Families need child care in 
order to work," said Ollie M. 
Smith, Child Care Aware of 
America's Interim Executive 
Director. "But, child care to- 
day is simply unaffordable for 
too many families. This is not 
a low income issue. Families at 
nearly every income - except 
for the very wealthy - struggle 
with the cost of child care."

The report also found that in 
2011, the average annual cost 
of full-time care for an infant 
in a family child care home 
ranged from $4,500 in South 
Carolina to nearly $10,400 in 
New York. The average an- 
nual cost for a 4-year-old in a 
family child care home ranged 
from $4,100 in South Carolina 
to about $9,600 in New York.

INVESTIGATORS: MCCULLOCH 
MAY BE TIED TO VOTER FRAUD 




McCuUoch may face investigation over 
massive vote irregularities, ballots to 
voters not registered at legal addresses 



Secretary of State Linda Mc- 
CuUoch, tasked with running 
Montana elections, is under 
fire for massive voting irregu- 
larities and financial ties to a 
controversial Hungarian bil- 
lionaire opposed to voter ID 
and clean election reforms. 

McCulloch's narrow 2008 
victory came after a mas- 
sive infusion of cash from 
George Soros, a liberal Hun- 
garian billionaire who has 
invested millions of dollars 
in efforts to overturn laws re- 
quiring photo ID at polls. 

At the time McCulloch's 
reliance on a billionaire op- 
posed to clean election laws 
drew criticism from law 
enforcement advocates. 

McCuUoch has spent her 
term opposing photo ID and 
efforts to ensure votes are 
cast legally and correctly. 
That has also drawn criticism 
in the wake of ongoing mis- 
takes, errors and scandals. 



"Over a dozen Billings- 
area voters have complained 
that they received incorrect 
ballots. Yellowstone county 
officials have also reported 
numerous complaints from 
voters receiving the wrong bal- 
lot," Red State reports. 

Additionally "a sample bal- 
lot available to individual vot- 
ers on the Montana Secretary 
of State's website is incorrect 
(this particular ballot allows 
the voter to select a state rep-, 
resentative in two separate 
districts... A majority of Mon- 
tana voters are expected to vote 
by mail this November." 

The problems have not 
been corrected. In the last few 
weeks McCuUoch delivered 
ballots to people who were not 
registered at legal addresses. 

McCulloch's unlawful bal- 
lots benefit candidates support- 
ed by Soros, who bankrolled 
her election. Investigators are 
now looking into McCuUoch.

Warm up with these fall recipes 

The Roux: 

3/4 cup of cooking oil 
1 cup of plain flour 

The Rest: 

1 large green bell pepper, seeded and finely chopped 

1 large onion, finely chopped 

2 stalks of celery, finely chopped 

4 quarts of chicken stock (plus additional water if needed) 
4 cloves of garlic, diced 
1 tablespoon of fresh or dried thyme 
1 lb chicken meat, cooked and deboned 
1 lb andouille sausage, sliced thin Cajuns, famous for their cuisine, settled southern Louisiana and 

One bay leaf adapted their French cooking to the local seafood and rice. 

4-6 cups of cooked white rice 

First, chop the onion, celery and bell pepper. Set them aside with the onion separate. 

The roux is the base of your gumbo, and the most important part. Be patient and take your time, Making 
a good roux takes time. To a cast iron skillet warming up on med-high heat, add the oil and then the flour, 
blending well to make the roux. Some people prefer to use peanut oil for their roux. It's up to you. 

Continue stirring constantly on medium to medium-high heat with a wood spoon for as the roux turns color 
from white to tan, then to a peanut butter color, and then a medium to dark brown color like melted chocolate. 

IMPORTANT: Do not burn the roux, or else your gumbo will taste burnt and smoky. Make sure to scrape the 
entire base of the skillet as you go along and never stop stirring for any longer than about 5-10 seconds or it 
will scorch and be fit for nothing 

Add the onions into the roux first and cook for at least 5 minutes until they start to caramelize. Then add the 
celery, bell pepper and garlic to the hot roux, stir and cook on low heat until the vegetables start to turn ten- 
der. 

Transfer the cooked roux mixture to a large stockpot and add the chicken stock over high heat, then add the 
chicken, sausage. The stock should cover all the ingredients. If not, add water. 

Once brought to a boil, lower heat to med-low and simmer for about 45 minutes to an hour. Add one bay leaf 
for the last ten minutes of cooking. 

Serve hot over a bed of rice. If you like, top with green onions and parsley garnish, plus ground sassafras 
leaves (file') can be added for even more authentic Cajun flavor. 

The people known as Cajuns came 
from a small area around Poitou on the 
central west coast of France. 
Tired of being tenant farmers for big 
land owners, these people left France 
and settled in the area they called 
l'Acadie now known as Nova Scotia 
in 1604, many years prior to the 
English settlements in Virginia and 
Massachusetts. 

The Acadiens were expelled from 
Canada by the British in 1755 in 
what the Acadiens called "Le Grand 
Derangement" or big upheaval. 
Families were torn apart, houses 
burned, people forced onto ships and 
scattered about the American colonies, 
back to Europe and throughout the 
Caribbean. Most of the 10,000 de- 
portees died; about 3,000 eventually 
found their way to Louisiana. 



Antelope Chili 

A Montana Statesman Recipe 




4 lbs antelope chuck, cut into 1/2-inch pieces 
1/4 pound bacon, chopped 
3 medium onions, chopped 
8 garlic cloves, minced 
1/3 cup chili powder 

1 tablespoon ground cumin 

5 cups water 

2 tsps dried oregano 
2 teaspoons salt, or to taste 
1 tablespoon cornmeal 

In a large heavy kettle cook the bacon over moderate heat, stirring, until it is crisp, 
add the onions and the garlic, and cook the mixture, stirring, until the onions are 
softened. Add the chili powder and the cumin and cook the mixture, stirring, for 30 
seconds. Add the antelope, the water, the oregano, and the salt and simmer the mix- 
ture, uncovered, adding more water if necessary to keep the meat barely covered, for 
2 to 2 1/2 hours, or until the beef is tender. Stir in the cornmeal and simmer the chili, 
stirring occasionally, for 5 minutes, or until it is thickened slightly. The chili may be 
frozen or made 4 days in advance, cooled, uncovered, and kept covered and chilled.

How Was Oil Formed? 

Oil was formed from the remains 
of animals and plants (diatoms) 
that lived millions of years ago in 
a marine (water) environment be- 
fore the dinosaurs. Over millions of 
years, the remains of these animals 
and plants were covered by layers 
of sand and silt. Heat and pressure 
from these layers helped the remains 
turn into what we today call crude 
oil. The word "petroleum" means 
"rock oil" or "oil from the earth." 

Crude oil is a smelly, yellow-to- 
black liquid and is usually found 
in underground areas called res- 
ervoirs. Scientists and engineers 
explore a chosen area by studying 
rock samples from the earth. Mea- 
surements are taken, and, if the site 
seems promising, drilling begins. 
Above the hole, a structure called a 
'derrick' is built to house the tools 
and pipes going into the well. When 
finished, the drilled well will bring a 
steady flow of oil to the surface. 

Where Is 00 Produced? 

Crude oil is produced in 31 states. 
In 2011, 56% of U.S. crude oil pro- 
duction came from five states: 

Texas (26%) 

Alaska (10%) 
California (9%) 
North Dakota (7%) 
Oklahoma (4%) 

As of 2010, about one-third of U.S. 
crude oil was produced from wells 
located offshore in state and feder- 
ally administered waters.

duction generally declined be- 
tween 1985 and 2008, it has been 
increasing since 2008. More cost 
effective drilling technology has 
helped boost production, espe- 
cially in North Dakota, Texas, and 
the offshore Gulf of Mexico. 

About 100 countries produce 
crude oil; the top five produc- 
ing countries in 2011, and their 
share of total world production: 

Saudi Arabia (13%) 
Russia (12%) 
United States (11%) 
Iran (5%) 
Chinal (5%) 

After the fall of the Soviet Union, 
Saudi Arabia became the world's 
top petroleum producer. 

What Fuels Are Made from 
Crude Oil? 

After crude oil is removed from 
the ground, it is sent to a refin- 
ery by pipeline, ship, or barge. 
At a refinery, different parts of 
the crude oil are separated into 
useable petroleum products. 
Crude oil is measured in barrels 
(abbreviated "bbls"). 

A 42-U.S. gallon barrel of crude oil 
provides about 45 gallons of pe- 



troleum products. This gain from 
processing the crude oil is similar 
to what happens to popcorn, which 
gets bigger after it's popped. The 
gain from processing is 7%. 

One barrel of crude oil produces 
about 1 9 gallons of finished motor 
gasoline, and 10 gallons of diesel, 
as well as other petroleum products. 
Most petroleum products are used to 
produce energy. For instance, many 
people across the United States use 
propane to heat their homes.

Bumps to the Head Should Be Cause for Concern 



SAN DIEGO -- Evidence of the 
long-term effects of head inju- 
ries to athletes has prompted 
the NFL to partner with the 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention (CDC) to edu- 
cate the public of the dan- 
gers of concussions through 
the Heads Up: Concussion 
in Youth Sports campaign. 
However, the seriousness of 
a potential concussion does 
not seem to resonate with the 
public. In fact, only half of all 
respondents to a recent online 
survey by the American Os- 
teopathic Association (AOA) 
sought treatment and were 
diagnosed by a medical profes- 
sional when they received a 
head injury and thought they 
might have a concussion. 

The main reason people did 
not seek treatment for their own 
possible concussion was they 
did not think the symptoms 
were serious enough or thought 
that it was just a headache. 
Surprisingly, three in five par- 
ents gave these same reasons 



for not taking their children 
with head injuries to a medical 
professional for treatment. 

Better medical attention 
on the field? 

The survey reported that 
only about one in four chil- 
dren obtained a possible con- 
cussion while playing either a 
school sponsored or non- school 
sponsored sport. In addition, 
children injured while play- 
ing sports may have a greater 
chance of being evaluated by 
a medical professional than if 
the injury occurred at home. 
According to the survey, more 
than eight in 10 parents said 
their children were evaluat- 
ed by a medical professional, 
coach or event personnel when 
they obtained a head injury 
during a sporting event. 

As of September 2012 , 39 
states across the country have 
adopted youth concussion laws. 
Many of these laws call for the 
removal of a youth athlete who 
appears to have suffered a con- 
cussion from the game or prac- 



tice at the time the injury oc- 
curs and requires the child be 
evaluated and cleared by a li- 
censed health care professional 
before returning to play. 

There are six states tha- 
thave no pending legisla- 
tion or youth concussion 
laws: Arkansas, Georgia, 
Mississippi, Montana, Ten- 
nessee, South Carolina. 

Jeffrey R. Bytomski, DO, 
an osteopathic family physi- 
cian and head medical team 
physician at Duke University 
Medical Center in Durham, 
N.C. , believes that people of 
all ages need to be aware of 
the seriousness of head in- 
juries and see a physician if 
they suspect a concussion. 

"Sometimes people don't 
seem to realize how serious a 
bump or blow to the head can 
be," says Dr. Bytomski. "It 
might not seem that serious 
at the time because they didn't 
lose consciousness or bleed, but 
this could be a traumatic brain 
injury and needs to be evaluat- 



ed by a medical professional." 
Recognizing the signs 

Even though the survey 
found that seven in 10 respon- 
dents were incorrectly identify- 
ing symptoms like "shortness 
of breath" and "hearing dam- 
age" as symptoms of concus- 
sion, they still reported feel- 
ing confident in their ability 
to recognize concussion symp- 
toms. Actual symptoms could 
include any of the following: 
Pain in area of head injury, 
Dizziness, Nausea or vomiting, 
Confusion or inability to focus, 
Slurred or incoherent speech. 

However, Dr. Bytomski 
worries that this confidence 
could be keeping them from 
seeking medical treatment. 

"It is easy to rationalize 
and say 'this is just a head- 
ache and I am not nauseous 
or vomiting so it can't be a 
concussion,'" Dr. Bytomski ob- 
serves. "However, they might 
be missing something that 
a physician will notice."
